The people of the loyal States not only
paid the enormouns expenses of the war
while it was being carried on, but they have
paid from four-fifths to nine-tenths of that
portion of the great debt entailed by it
which has been discharged eince the sirug-
The rebels have gotten off a
hundredfold easier than any conguvered
people since the history of the world began,
The usual practice of civilized nations is to
assess the entire cost of a8 war upon those
who begin it and are defeated. 1o this in-
stance the victors acted with unparalleled
generosity in shouldering nearly the whole
cost themselves.

The veterans who fought the war through
paid an enormous proportion of this, They
constitoted 12 per cent. of the popuiation of
the New England States; 122 per ceat, of
the population of the Middle Bia'es, and
13.6 per cent, of that of the Western States
and Territories, Now, 121 per cent. weaus
one in every eightof the entire population—
men, women, children, cripples, old men,

{ idiots, paupers, loafers, criminals and all

S0, when the able-bodied young volunteers
came home, they became practically nearly
the entire body of the aclive, laboring, pro-
ducing population, and nupon their shoulders
fell the burden of paying, in one way or an-

other, this enormous taxation. When the

STRICTLY “REGULAR.”

Not a little disappointment was felt at the
strietly-" regulation” character of Gen. Sher-
idan’s funeral. The escort to the grave was
precisely within the provisions of the Ariny
regulations for a General-in-Chief's funeral
—a battalion of cavalry, two batteries of
artillery and a regiment of infantry. It was
below, if anything, this rule, for the “ bhat-
talion of cavalry ” was only represented by
iwo troops, and the “regiment of infantry "
was only & fairly strong battalion of heavy
artillery. There is no regiment of infantry
nearer Washington than the 11th, which is
stationed aloug the nporthern boundary of
New York ; except the two troops stationed
it Fort Meyer, there is no cavairy east of the
Mississippl, and the War Department had
no funds to bring any troops to Washing-
ton.

The disappointmaent came from the ab-
sence of any participation of the volunteers
in the demonstration. Though Gen. Sheri-
dan was 8 West Point graduate, and sn offi-
oor of the Begular Army for 85 years, he
was essantially s volanteer General.

THE WAY TO LOOK AT IT,

The problem that uurestricted immigra-
iion presents to the veterans is whether this
country for whieh they fought so desper-
ately and endured 8o much shall be made a
battening ground for the hungry paupers of
Europe, or whether its riches and resources
#hall be reserved 28 a heritage for our chil-
dren.

To them the question presents itaelf very
much in the shape that it might occur to a
man who has toiled all his life long to de-
velop a fine farm, He bhas hewed it out of
the wilderness, eaten the bread of teil, fru-
gality and self-denial in order to free it
from mortgages, has risen early and toiled
late to cleat it of timber, brush, stumps,
briers and weeds; has druined it, fenced it,
planted orchards, and bueilt barns and sta-
hles, and given a large share of hisearnings
every year to build railroads, common roads,
school houses, churches, ete., 80 as to increase
the value of his produets, and make life on
his homestead pleasant and desirable.

He has done this not for his own sake so
much as for his children, to whom he will

leave the old homestead, free from all in-
cumbrances, & fine property, which will sup-
port them all in corifort sud give them ad-
vantages of schools, ehurches and society,
which he and his wife were denied.

Now, how would he regard a proposition
to have bis children share his home equally
with an wunknown pumber of thriftleas
strangers from some réemote section in whom
he hias no intereet, and with whom he can
bave no sympatbhy? He may be a very gen-
crons, liberal man, eager to relieve distress
wherever it occurs in his neighborhood, but
thie does not imaply for an dnstant that he is
willing to give away his children’s patri-
mony to farnigh food and land to the food-
less and landless generally.,

We as a Nation are precisely in the posi-
tion of that man a8 an individual,. We
sympathize with the poor and unforfunate
of other Iznds. We are wiiling to help them
mnccording to our means, but there is no
requirement—human or divine—that we
shounld give up to them the country, the up-
building of which has cost us s0 much
blood, suffering, hardship and sacrifice, To
ailow ourselves to be deluged by wholesale
immigration from the pauperized sections of
Europe will be to give up the country as
effectually as if it passed under the econtrol
of a foreign flag.

See. 3, That pensions under section 1 of this sci
shall be at the rate per moath of one cent for each
duy's service rendered ; and payableooly from and
after the passage of this act, for and during the
natural lives of the persons autitled therslo: Mo-
vided, however, That In cach and every cuse whers
the pervice so rendered wss less thay 800 days, tha
pension shall ba at the rate herein esteblished for
o service of 500 daws, to wit, §8,

Seo, 3 That all invalid pensioners who are now
receiving pensions under axistiog laws, or whoss
claims are pending in the Peusion Office, or helors
Congress, may, by application to thie Commissioner
of Pensions, lo such form as he may prescribe, re-
ceive the banefits of this act; and noillbing herein
contained shal!l be so conatvoed aa to prevent any
pensloner thereunder from prosecuting his elaim
atd recelviog bis pension under any othier general
or spacial act at his election al any Lime: Frovided,
That no person ghall receive more than one pen-
